ly pre-recorded shows. 

According to NCI, the live captioning 
of the inaugural was possible because 
NCI received a copy of Reagan’s ad- 
dress and other inaugural speeches 
prior to the event. The speeches were 
pre-captioned, but a team of NCI cap- 
tion editors using specially designed 
equipment called up the captions for 
live display, timing them to coincide 
with the spoken remarks. The editors 
were also able to use a keyboard to 
generate explanatory captions on-the- 
spot. 

Ball said he hopes that the inaugural 
is only the first of many public affairs 
programs to be closed captioned.

The National Institute or Neurological 
and Communicative Disorders and 
Stroke has announced March 1 as the 
deadline for the following programs:

Board of Trustees meets 

The Gallaudet Board of Trustees met 
for its second quarterly meeting of this 
academic year Jan. 14 and 15. Board 
activities began with a dinner and 
educational program on “Early Detec- 
tion and Intervention for Hearing Im- 
paired Children.” Kendall School Dean 
Michael Deninger chaired the program. 
Patrick Cox, director of Clinical Ser- 
vices with the Hearing and Speech 
Center, made a presentation on 
audiological testing in young children. 
Janice Welborn, program supervisor for 
KDES Preschool, gave an overview of 
the Preschool Program at Kendall using 
slides to complement her presentation. 
Kay Meadow of the Research Institute 
shared a videotape with members of 
the Board, showing dynamic communi- 
cation between a deaf mother and her 
daughter. 

Following a luncheon in the College 
Dining Hall, all the Board members 
participated in a sign language program 
planned by the Department of Sign 
Communication and chaired by Will 
Madsen. 

At the Board meeting, the following 
actions were taken, upon recommenda- 
tion of the Board’s committees: 


Committee on Resources 

Dr. Sprinkle, chairman of this com- 
mittee, recommended and received 
Board approval on the following: 
e The Treasurer’s report. 
e The tuition, unit free, room and 
board charges for Academic Year 
1981-82. This reflects a 9% increase 
over last year and results in a total cost 
to students of $3,096 (tuition, $786; 
unit fee, $284; room, $750; board, 
$1,276). 
e A resolution: Tax Sheltered In- 
vestments for Faculty and Staff of 
Gallaudet College. Tax sheltered in- 
vestments provide employees with 
more flexibility than tax sheltered an- 
nuities, which generally have fixed in- 
comes. They can also provide good 
short-term investments for those 
employees not looking for a retirement 
place. 
e The president’s Budget Priorities 
Memorandum which established plan- 
ning targets for FY 1983, particularly 
related to serving increased enrollments 


due to the 1964-65 rubella epidemic. 
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Committee on Mission 

Mr. Rathe, serving as chairman of 
this committee, recommended and 
received Board approval for: 
e A slate of nominees to serve as 
members of Gallaudet College’s 
Research Institute Advisory Board. The 
nominees are Dr. Stephen Quigley, Dr. 
Richard Schiefelbusch, Dr. Cary] 
Haskins, Dr. Judith Lanier and Dr. 
Aram Glorig. 
e The Board endorsed the develop- 
ment of a feasibility study of a major 
center proposal to focus on research 
related to defaness. 


Committee on Trustees 

The Committee on Trustees pro- 
posed two self-evaluation documents 
for the Board members: The Board of 
Trustees Profile and the Trustee 
Evaluation. Changes in these 
documents were made and accepted by 
the members as a viable means of 
evaluating themselves. 

The Board asked that the following 
members, whose terms of office expire 
in March, 1981, be approved for conti- 
nuing Board membership: Mabel R. 
Cook, Wilson H. Grabill, Bradshaw 
Mintener and Alexander E. Patterson, 
Jr. Clyde V. Kiser asked not to be con- 
sidered because of health reasons. 

The Board of Trustees retreat topics 
were reviewed and members decided to 
discuss the institutional advancement 
function and Gallaudet’s plan to serve 
rubella students at its September retreat.

An open letter 
to Lou Ferrigno 


A recent article (Jan. 12) in On the 
Green stated that you “overcame a 
hearing and speech problem.” What is 
meant by that phrase? Does it mean 
that you were successful in participating 
in the “hearing world” as a hearing per- 
son having a “hearing and speech 
problem?” (I presume you still have the 
“problem,” so that “overcame” does 
not mean “eliminated.”) I would like to 
suggest that your “successful” participa- 
tion in the hearing world as, ironically, 
a non-speaking Hulk, was possible be- 
cause of your compounding one abnor- 
mality (hearing loss) with another (a 
Mr. Universe physique). Might not your 
“problem” have overcome you, driving 
you to compensatory superhuman ex- 
ertions? 

When you release the special mes- 
sage from President Reagan (who 
shares your “problem,” by the way) 
May 1, I hope you will be mindful of 
the possible one-sidedness of the public 
information campaign you will be chair- 
ing. Entertain the possibility of chairing 
a similar campaign for a Better Deaf- 
ness and Signing Month. There are 
many Americans who cannot “over- 
come” deafness, and there are many 
more who have no desire to even try. 
You are right—we are all handicapped, 
but one of the most handicapping con- 
ditions is the attitude that a “hearing 
and speech problem” needs to be 
“overcome.”

Gallaudet emplovees for FY 1981 
by Paul K. Nance 


Gallaudet has a total of 1,369 full-time permanent employees requested in the 
Fiscal 1981 budget (Oct. 1, 1980-Sept. 30, 1981). Although this FY’81 budget 
has not yet been approved by both houses of Congress and the President of the 
United States, Congress prior to recessing this past December approved a continu- 
ing resolution which extends Gallaudet’s spending, at the 1981 level, to June 5. 

The number of employees in the 1981 budget is an increase of 85 over those 
approved for FY ’80: 78 at the College level, four at MSSD and three at KDES. 
However, some of the 78 new positions at the College level are for employees in 
Business Affairs, Research and College Educational Resources who perform work 
for MSSD and KDES. These new positions can be filled beginning Feb. 1.
